The Warren Petroleum Co. ap­ 
parently is not going to locate a 
Sh.OOO.OOO gasoline plant in the El­ 
dorado area.

Cecil Sullivan, a member of 
the John Stelle Associates, inde­ 
pendent oil operators 
of Saline 
county, said today that W. K W ar­ 
ren. president of the Tulsa. Okla., 
company, declared that construct­ 
ing a plant at Eldorado was not in 
his present plans 
Mr Warren told a group of the 
Associates at the Kentucky Derby 
at Louisville, Ky., Saturday of the 
decision 
Main reason, he told the group, 
that until tho Eldorado oil field 
spreads out or until he has a little 
more 
knowledge of 
the Saline 
county area, he is not ready to in 
vest three million dollars for a 
plant. 
It didn't mean. Warren told the 
group at the Derby, that he would 
not erect some type of compression 
plant in the Eldorado area. 
Plans were for Warren to erect 
a thiee-million dollar plant to make 
gasoline, propane and butane from 
natural gases in the field. 
Mr Warren and a group of his 
high officials were in 
Eldorado 
several weeks ago and conferred 
with John Stelle. chairman of a 
negotiating committee, and all the 
ether independent producers in the 
Eldorado field. 
Both Warren and 
the producers had hired engineers 
to look into the gas potential for 
a Warren plant and according to 
reports, the studies proved favor­ 
able. 
Area May Expand 
At that time W arren wanted 90 
days to determine whether or not 
to sign a 10-year contract with the 
Eldorado field operators to buy 
their gas, which is now going to 
waste. 
The plant, if it had been con­ 
structed. 
would 
have 
employed 
about 40 men 
It was learned, however, that a 
group of men from Oklahoma were 
in Eldorado today conferring with 
Stelle, a former governor of Illi­ 
nois and a former national com 
mander of the American Legion 
They are looking into the possibili­ 
ties of erecting a plant similar to 
the one that Warren was interested 
in constructing. 
Some oil observers believe if the 
field expands into the area north 
of Harrisburg — and there is a 
strong probability that it will— 
that more oil industry and possibly 
Warren will still come into the 
area if it expands.

SPRINGFIELD TP* — The Illi­ 
nois House today voted to appro­ 
priate $35,000 for an Illinois eco­ 
nomic development commission to 
study ways and means of improv­ 
ing economic conditions in areas 
of unemployment. 
The nine m em ber commission, 
composed of three members of each 
house of the Legislature and three 
members named by the governor, 
would make a two-year study with 
particular emphasis on southern 
Illinois. 
The bill passed by 120-4 
Rep Clyde L Choate (D-Anna). 
chief sponsor of the measure, said 
it is to "study ways and means 
of bringing new industry into are­ 
as of Illinois which are economical­ 
ly depressed ” 
He said the unem ployment in 
soutnern Illinois, grave because of 
the closing of coal 
mines, 
has 
grown worse since completion last 
year of the electrical energy plant 
at Joppa. 
Rep. Louis E. Beekman ^ Kan­ 
kakee) noted Gov. William G. Strat­ 
ton had vetoed the bill in 1953, a 
veto Choate had charged was a 
breach of a campaign 
promise 
Beckman said he 
didn't 
believe 
535,000 was necessary for such an 
investigation. 
He said Southern Illinois Univer­ 
sity, civic and business organiza­ 
tions and the railroads in southern 
Illinois already have joined hands 
to raise economic standards of the 
area.

American Planes 
Are Attacked by 
Communist M IG s 


TOKYO IP5—American Sabrejets, 
outnumbered two to one. shot down 
two Communist MIGs and d am ag ­ 
ed a third in a blazing battle off 
the coast of North Korea, the Air 
Force announced today No A m er­ 
ican planes were lost. 
The Air Force said a flight of 
12 to 16 Communist MIGs attacked 
a flight of eight Sabrejets “ over 
international waters” off North Ko­ 
rea and that the Americans re­ 
turned the fire. shooting down two 
and sending a third into a smoking 
dive toward the Yellow Sea. 
The Air Force did not say wheth­ 
er the MIGs wore from North Ko­ 
rea or Communi t China. 
Both 
have fields in the general area. 
"The U. S. Air Force fighters, all 
assigned to the 35th Squadron of 
the 8th Fighter-Bomber Wing, were 
on a patrol mission off North Ko­ 
rea 
when the attack occurred,'* 
the announcement said 
"After the MIG*; began firing at 
the Sabres the American planes re­ 
turned the fire. In the ensuing bat­ 
tle two Communist pilots bailed 
out and the third plane w a s last 
seen diving straight down trailing 
smoke " 
The Air Force said the MIGs 
were shot down by Capt. Ii. V. 
Fulton of Bernardsville. N. J ; Lt. 
B. 
C. 
Phythtyon of Wadsworth, 
Ohio, and Lt 
J 
E. Melncrney, 
Garden City. N. Y 
"The Communist planes initiated 
the attack approximately 50 miles 
southwest 
of Suiuiju," 
the Air 
Force said 
Smuiju is on the Yalu river in 
northeast Korea 
The dogfight hap­ 
pened over the Yellow Sea which 
separates 
the 
Korean peninsula 
from the China mainland. 
An Air Force spokesman said the 
jet fighters were not accom pany­ 
ing a reconnaissance bomber but 
"were on a patrol by themselves.” 
The spokesman said “ this attack 
was a little farther south" than a 
similar battle last February when 
a flight of North Korean Commu­ 
nist MIGs attacked a flight of Sa­ 
bres escorting a I'. S. reconnais­ 
sance bomber. 
The Feb. 5 incident came when 
eight MIGs attacked an RB45 jet 
bomber and 12 escorting Sabrejets. 
The S a b r e s shot down two MIGS 
and the rem ainder fled. No Sabres 
were lost in that incident. 
Today's incident was one of a 
long series involving American air­ 
craft and those of Communist Chi­ 
na, North Korea, the Soviet Union 
and its satellites in East Europe. 
One of the more recent incidents 
cam e last December when Russian 
planes shot down a I 
S. B29 off 
North Japan. 


U. S. AWAITS FULL 
REPORT ON INCIDENT 
BEFORE MAKING PROTEST 
WASHINGTON IP—State Depart­ 
ment officials said today they will 
await a full investigation and of­ 
ficial report by the- Air Force be­ 
fore deciding whether the United 
States should lodge a formal pro­ 
test with the Communists over to­ 
day’s Yellow Sea air battle. 
Pending such a report, they said, 
the department does not know whe­ 
ther a protest would be directed to 
North Korea or Red China. 
If it 
were the former, the United Na­ 
tions Korea Command might make 
the protest, since the mere pres­ 
ence of MIGs in North Korea con­ 
stitutes a 
violation of armistice 
terms. 
There was no immediate disposi­ 
tion in diplomatic circles here to 
regard the incident as a fatal blow 
to the current Formosa cease fire 
feelers. It was pointed out that air 
clashes such as today’s are essen­ 
tially a symptom rather than an 
underlying cause of overall F ar 
East tension, which U S. officials 
hope 
the cease-fire talks 
might 
help to relieve.

SPRINGFIELD CR)— Increasing 
pressure was being put on state 
legislators and Gov. William G .; 
Stratton today for a start on the 
long delayed 
four year University 
of Illinois branch at Chicago. 
Supporters of the proposal to a1 
locate four million dollars to ac­ 
quire land for a permanent and 
much enlarged Chicago branch are 
in a hurry. 
The Legislature must act quick 
ly, they argue, if a start is to be 
made in time to meet greatly in 
creased college enrollments now in 
prospect. 
But Champaign area legislators, 
and others who guard the welfare 
of the U. of I., are taking a star J 
against an immediate start on the 
project while the state is pinched 
for money for existing institutions 
Supporters of other Illinois pub 
lie higher e d u c a tio n s institutions, 
such as Southern Illinois Univer 
sity and the teachers colleges, are 
also lukewarm or antagonistic to 
the Chicago project. 
But some 
downstate legislators owTe favors to 
the Chicagoans for past votes in 
favor of their college projects. 
Rep. Charles W. Clabaugh. a vig­ 
orous opponent of the proposal, has 
conceded the Illinois House "prob­ 
ably will pass ’ a bill appropriating 


the money for the four year school. 
But Rep. Ora D. Dillavou (R- 
Champaign), 
chairman 
of 
t h e 
House Appropriations Committee, 
said 
he 
will 
fight the Chicago 
branch bill when it reaches his 
committee. 
Demand for the Chicago U. of I. 
branch is one of many pleas for 
state money for the next two years. 
Stratton has agreed to a one-year, 
I-cent increase in the sales tax to 
provide more money for schools 
and welfare. 
"Stratton is going to have enough 
trouble balancing the budget with­ 
out taking on this thing, is the 
view of Sen. Everett R Peters (R- 
St. Joseph), State Budgetary Com­ 
mission chairman. 
Peters was commenting on a Chi­ 
cago delegation s report that Strat­ 
ton is “kindly disposed" toward the 
appropriation bill "if the funds are 
available.'’ 
The Chicago U. of I, bill is spon­ 
sored bv 25 Democrats and 21 Re­ 
publicans. led by Rep. Paul Ran­ 
dolph, 
Chicago 
Republican 
who 
headed a two-year commission, in­ 
vestigating the project. 
The building of a big four-year 
branch at Chicago will involve mul­ 
ti-million dollar appropriations for 
many years. 
Ultimate cost is ex- 
oected to be about IOO million dol­ 
lars.

of a three judge court of appeals 
that will rule this month on his 
plea for a new trial on grounds of 
judicial error. 
Sheppard lost his next to last 
chance for a new trial Mont lay 
when Judge Edward Blythin de­ 
nied him a new trial on grounds 
of fresh evidence 
Blythin said the alleged m w evi­ 
dence was in the realm of theory 
and provided no basis for retrial. 
It was Blythin who sentenced 
Sheppard, a Bay Village osteopath 
to life imprisonment for the mur 
der of his wife Marilyn, 31. 
Sheppard was convicted last Dec 
21 of second degree murder. 
He 
has been confined in the Cuyahoga 
County Jail. 
Under Ohio law he 
will be eligible for parole in IO 
years after 
he 
officially 
begins 
serving sentence in the Ohio State 
Penitentiary in Columbus. 
The Cuyahoga County Appellate 
Court will consider the osteopath ’s 
appeal May 23 on the ground of 
judicial error. 
If that appeal is denied it is pre 
sumed Sheppard will be transferred 
to Columbus to begin serving hi- 
sentence. 
In California, criminologist Dr 
Paul L. Kirk said he had expected 
denial, but was disappointed and 
believed the jurist didn't "know 
what the situation is there.”
